MR. EDITOR: 
Sir 
On looking over 
the speeches of some of the gentlemen 
at the annexation 
meeting, 
held hist 
night, .u the club rooms, I see that my 
name was used In a manner that inisbt 
nuMead 
couie 
who do not know, or 
have forgotten 
(J) the position I have 
held tor the last 2S or 30 years. In re- 
gard to the annexation 
of the Islands 
to the United States. 
' 
Soon after arriving 
here I saw that 
it would be of great importance to these 
Islands to be annexed 
to the United 
States. 
The consummation 
at such a 
thing would gne this country a pros- 
perity and a future that it could set In 
no other way, and a strong and stable 
Government to back H. 
But I ha e not sat down to write an 
argument 
in favor 
of annexing 
this 
Government, but to correct a remark 
made by Mr. Dillingham at the meet- 
ing of the club last evening. 
He says, 
in speaking 
of the cry against 
"mis 
sionaries" 
and "adventurers," 
six or 
seven years ago, little of such talk 
was ever made, and "in former years 
annexation 
was not talked of, either." 
I fear that the speaker's mind is fall- 
ing him in regard to his dates. At the 
time he talks of annexation was freely 
discussed, and by such gentlemen 
as 
Father Castle, General Hartwell, 
Mr. 
Cartwright 
and several others, not as 
Jlr. Dillingham says, by two men, "one 
of whom was Dr. McGrew, 
who made 
themselves conspicuous by advocating

In my 
advocacy of annexation. 
I wish the 
speaker and others could say the same 
who are now the loudest in their 
urgency of the question. 
I will now 
shake hands with them. I have no de- 
sire but that they may succeed, with 
no sugar interests, just one alone for 
the interest of all. About the time (two 
months ago) when I startled 
Mr. 
Dil- 
lingham, for which I am. very sorry, 
a waiter in one of the papers, whe the 
editor vouched for as one of the old 
missionary 
stock, was 
opposing 
an- 
nexation, 
it was generally 
conceded 
that planters 
were 
opposed 
to it 
I 
believe the "missionary 
children" 
are 
largely in the business ot planting. 
It 
looked to a goodly number of us poor 
devils outside, who were for annexa- 
tion, that they were playing a double 
game; 
some were talking 
of wanting 
a protectorate 
many things 
looked 
a 
little scaly. 
This was about the.tlme 
of my conversation 
with Mr. Dilling- 
ham. 
As to missionaries 
and their child- 
ren, I believe tho former are not troub- 
ling 
themselves 
about anything but 
their honest endeavors 
to do good to 
mankind. 
I am with them as long as 
they adhere to that I am not, as Mr. 
Dillingham's 
remark 
would have 
It, 
opposed rto 
them 
or their children, 
most of whom are old enough to look 
out for their own 
Interests, 
and 
Te 
right in doing so, but do not have them 
tramp Tupon the toes ot all outsiders, 
because they are not missionaries.

sion calls for it. 
Any one famil- 
iar with the proceedings 
of the 
American 
Congress 
knows that 
the members 
constantly 
change 
their opinions, and the opponent 
of today may be the freind of to- 
morrow. 
For this reason, horse- - 
shod 
opinions 
of the kind sent 
here, are of little value. 


The civil power of the State of 
California appears to be unable to 
control the Chinese highbinders.

Which their constituencies 
are concerned. 
Write to these 
constituencies 
and give 
the 
commercial 
reasons 
why 
Hawaii 
should be annexed. 
"We have reasons 
enough at this end 
of the line. 
But why should the United 
Slates want annexation? Army and navy 
officers of the United States favor it for 
military 
reasons. 
Others 
reply 
to this 
by saying that, in event of war. it would 
cost more to defend the country than it 
is worth. 
This seems unreasonable. 
Im- 
agine 
a fleet steaming across the 
Pa- 
cific, 
arriving 
here, 
out 
of coal, 
men 
tired and things generally 
run down, to 
face a strong force of fresh troops. What 
could they do? 
But the military argu- 
ment 
Is not what we desire 
to present. 
The commercial argument is better. The 
time when the United States could close 
herself up against the world is past. She 
must now have an outlet for her manu- 
factures. 
What place offers such induce- 
ments for American trade as the Pacific. 
ow opening 
up? 
Europe, 
with its old 
manufacturing establishments and cheap 
labor, does not offer a 'market. 
Only the 
Pacific side of the world is valuable." Tht-- 
commercial argument will triumph. 
Tell 
them that 
the 
Untied States can have 
the business of Hawaii, if availed of be- 
fore it is too late.

There 
is something 
due to us by the 
I'mted Stales for maintaining

principles here. After all. however, after 
weighing all the points, we must see that 
the commercial argument is the most 
ef- 
fective 
Xo one can get around that. 
We 
received news today of the signing of an 
arbitration 
treaty 
between 
the 
United 
States 
and 
Great 
Britain. 
This 
means 
that America 
is not soon going to war, 
and at the same time weakens the force 
of the military argument. 
The commer- 
cial argument is the one that holds good. 
Use this, and the day Is not far distant 
when we have admission 
to the United 
States." 


Mr. George 
A. Davis 
was 
introduced 
as being a man new in Hawaii and one 
who could present the case from an un- 
prejudiced 
standpoint. 
He said: 
"Mr Vice President, 
Members of the An- 
nexation 
Club and Fellow Citizens: 
"If this 
were 
a political 
--platform I 
would not be here. I made up my mind 
long ago to stay clear of politics. 
It Is 
an ungrateful and an unprofitable 
occu- 
pation. 
I am here tonight to raise mv 
voice la favor of annexation. 
I believe 
in it for many and sufficient reasons. 
"We are not knocking 
as beggars at 
the door of the United 
States. 
Every 
year the exports of the Hawaiian 
Isl- 
ands exceed the Imports by over 
$o,0,-00- 0. 
Sugar is an important commodity 
to 
the United States. 
In case of disaster 
to the beet crop or the Cuban output, 
America 
would 
readily 
appreciate 
the 
value 
of Hawaii's 
contribution 
of raw 
sugar. 
"The bonded indebtedness 
of the coun-tr- j. 
which the United States, under an- 
nexation, 
would be obliged to guarantee, 
is J4.1K.9T1J5. 
I have the figures to the 
cent. 
It is a fact, as I have it from a 
most competent 
authority, that the 
as- 
sets of the Government 
exceed 
$S,009,Q00. 
This Government is not bankrupt. It has 
SI to every II it owes. 
The Republic 
is 
rich. 
It would not be a bad business 
proposition for the United States to an- 
nex the country. 
Let us present the ques- 
tion 
from a business standpoint to the 
people of the United States, saying: 
We 
are not paupers, we are able to take care 
of our finance.' 
Then, they may Inquire. 
"Why, if jou are so well off, do you want 
annexation T The answer is that we want 
freedom 
from 
revolutions, .as you 
call 
them, a reduction 
cf an army, which it 
is now necessary to keep up. and a low- 
er rate, of say. 
4 per cent, on our bonds. 
"That is the way to talk to them. 
Xo-bo- 
here knows what hard times are. 
We are rich. 
After paying expenses and 
interest on the public debt, there is 
al- 
ways a pretty balance 
In the Treasury. 
There 
is 
JT6.W0 
on bonds. 
The United 
States 
would not suffer from 
annexa- 
tion." 
After referring briefly to the Idea of an 
independent colony, with a governor sent 
out from 
Washington. 
Mr. Davis 
con- 
tinued. 
"We are isolated. 
We cannot 
maintain aa army and navy. 
But we 
must have protection. 
All Is well now, 
but what of the future? When these Jap- 
anese begin clamoring 
for the franchise, 
and begin instituting strikes here and 
.there, 
what 
are 
we to do? 
Planters 
should be approached 
with this problem. 
I have heard the Government 
was not 
sincere 
in advocating annexation, but "I 
know that it is. It tis not a .question or 
terms. Let us get into the United States, 
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the only true Republic, that has existed 
since 
e world began " 
Charles Creichton 
was the next speak- 
er. 
He said that it might seem strange 
for one who had been a 
sup 
porter of the Monarchy 
up to 
lSSj, and 
had been a guest of Mr. Low for these 
convictions, 
to stand before the Annexa- 
tion 
Club 
and 
Indorse 
its 
principles. 
Since then he had seen the utter Impos- 
sibility for restoration. "I have seen "the 
Republic 
founded 
upon a rock 
so solid 
that nothing 
could wash It down," 
said 
Mr. Creighton. 
Mr Creighton thought the Asiatic ques- 
tion a most serious one.

ernment was

year. 
Among the lew who have taken 
an active interest in the subject for 
years past is Joseph Marsden, Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture. 
As a member of 
the Legislature 
of 1892 he secured an 
ni.ti.nniliiinn 
nf tHft fnr flif unrnnco 
of buying birds and establishing 
sta-- fl 
ticns, but shortly after this was grant- 
ed he went to India, and on his return 
the money had been expended. 
In a 
conversation with Mr."Marsden yester- 
day he said: 
"I have studied the pigeons almost 
as much as I have the trees and shrubs 
of the Islands, and while my knowl- 
edge is only theoretical, it is enough 
to enable me to talk intelligently 
on 
the subject 
Belgian 
birds 
are, 
of 
course, the 
best, because the people 
there have made a business of training 
them, 
and they deriie pleasure 
and 
profit in return. 
If the birds are good, 
everything will depend on the training 
and that takes time. In Antwerp much 
attention is paid to homing 
pigeons 
which are different to a certain degree 
from carriers. 
"I believe a stock company with a 
capitalization 
of 
?1,500 
could 
be got 
ten up here, and the business 
made 
profitable 
at the 
end of 
two 
years. 
Young birds may be had for $5 a pair, 
and old ones for double that amount. 
I would 
be perfectly 
willing to take 
stock in the company, anu would do all 
I could to further it 
"We would need 
a proper 
loft here, and I think we 
should have a good stock of pigeons, 
old birds, so that there would not ie 
too great a delay in establishing 
an 


inter-islan- d 
service. It would be 
ad- 
visable, after a while, to take all the 
birds out at a time and train them 
to- 
gether; 
they could 
be drilled first on 
land and in all directions. 
When that 
is done and the uirds know their home 
it 
will be time to send them to sea. 
The first trial could be to Diamond 
Head, the next five miles further, and 
the third to Molokai. 
Steamers are al 
ways, leaving 
for winuward 
in 
the 
morning.and there would be no difficul- 
ty in training the birds. For the Kauai 
route it would take longer, because it 
does not always 
happen that vessels 
leave in the morning, and it is .impos- 
sible to train them at night, for wher- 
ever night overtakes 
them they drop. 
Birds under a year old should not 
be 
flown 
more than 
50 miles; after 
that, 
100 
miles; 
two years 
old, 
200 
miles, and 
so on. 
We could get 
old 
birds from California, and at the end 
of six months, 
probably, 
have them 
flying to Hawaii; in the meantime the 
young ones would be growing, for each 
hen should hatch 
10 squeakers 
in 
a' 
season. 
A great deal of care must be 
given to the loft in which the birds, are 
kept, 
and 
it 
is 
necessary 
to 
em- 
ploy a man as caretaker. 
The 
room 
must be dry and well ventilated, odt of 
the way of cats and roomy; dampness 
is fatal to the birds. 
Wash 
the loft 
frequently with carbolic acid or 
para-fin- 
e, 
mixed or sprinkle 
kerosene 
oil 
around, but never on the birds. 
Fine 
sawdust and a few straws 
should 
be 
placed in the nest pans, and be sure 
and have plenty of perches. 
"It seems to me that a pigeon serv- 
ice would be of great moment to the 
newspapers, because they could get the 
movements of vessels on the other 
isl- 
ands. 
But it would be of still greater 
interest to the agents of sugar vessels 
that are waiting here for a cargo, and 
those are the people who should 
be- 
come 
shareholders. 
When 
I secured 
the appropriation 
from 
the Govern- 
ment I obtained permission, from the 
managers 
of the 
steamship 
lines 
to 
have the 
birds 
carrie- - free 
between 
ports, so they could be trained without 
expense. 
In 
the 
California 
papers, 
which I received yesterday, 
I notice 
that the United States Government has 
established 
a weather 
bureau 
on the 
Farrallones, 
and that reports are sent 
to San Francisco by pigeon service ev- 
ery morning. 
"I do not know of any place in the 
world 
better 
suited 
to, or where p. 
pigeon service would be more valuable 
than in these Islands, 
so long as we 
have no cable. People will tell you that 
the strong wind in the channels will 
hinder the birds, but I doubt it; birds 
fly right In the teeth of just as strong 
winds as we have here, and while it 
may take longer to make the journey, 
if the birds are properly trained 
they 
will accomplish it 
I sincerely 
hope 
good 
results 
will 
follow the 
second 
start made by the Advertiser. 
Keep- 
ing everlastingly at it will bring even 
a pigeon service, and anyming I can do 
to 'push it along
